2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 1, line 25, 
the word "dies" should be dyes. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Reeh et al., 
hereinafter Reeh (US Patent Application Publication 2001/0000622). 

Regarding claim 1, Reeh discloses in figure 3, a light emitting device comprising: 

a substrate 18 of figure 9 (figure 9 is the detailed view of the LED 1, shown in figure 3); 

an LED 1 mounted on the substrate; 

a first transparent layer 4 sealing the LED; 
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a second transparent layer 9 provided around the first transparent layer; 
fluorescent material (YAG) being included in either of the first transparent layer and the 
second transparent layer (see page 7, paragraph 89 ); and 

a reflector layer 17 formed on outside walls (of 9) except for an upper side. 
Regarding claim 4, the second transparent layer has an inverted trapezoid shape. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Reeh, as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Bogner et al., hereinafter Bogner (US Patent 
6,649,946). 

Reeh discloses the claimed invention, as discussed above, except for a coloring agent also 
is present in either first or second transparent layer. 

Bogner discloses that coloring agents along with a fluorescent material produce desired 
colors in a layer (see column 6, lines 34-67). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use a coloring agent in the first or second 
transparent layers of the Reeh structure to emit a desired color of light from the LED device.
